Each issue 
looked exactly like the others, 
same artists, stories, etc. Yet 
each issue of Scat sends a 
guideline sheet inviting sub- 
missions from readers. Why 


bother? The average reader 
hasn’t a chance of being 
published! It’s too bad, though 
The idea of Scat, a collective 
magazine of mail-in con- 
tributors, is a fantastic idea. If 
you were to open Scat to the 
public, then you would have a 
super magazine. 

Thanks for hearing me out. 
Hope you appreciate my 
sincere criticism.

Dear Anon, 


Yes, we do appreciate 
sincere criticism. Therefore, 
for once in our miserable lives, 
we’re going to respond sin- 
cerely. 

First of all, we think part of 
the problem you have with 
Scat is that Scat has changed 
from what you originally 
subscribed to. At first, we were 
more of a showcase for local 
artists. Slowly, we developed a 
style and a format that pleased 
us and brought positive

response from the majority of 
our readers. I think very few 
people would deny that the 
magazine has gotten sharper, 
funnier, and more consistent 
over the years. j 

It is too bad, in a sense, that 
we cannot publish more part- 
time artists. We'd love to 
encourage everyone to draw 
and write by publishing their 
efforts, but of course we can’t, 
simply because everything does 
not meet our standards. Yes, 
Virginia, Scat does have 
standards! 

Now, we want Scat to keep 
getting better, and we expect a 
similar improvement from our 
artists and writers. As it 
happens, it’s much easier to 
work with artists and writers 
on a person-to-person basis, to 
give them constructive 
criticism, and slowly help them 
develop. This, we feel, ac- 
counts for the ‘‘same’’ artists 
appearing again and again. To 
work with people through the 
mail: is very hard and while 
we’re willing to give it a try, 
experience has taught us that 
we have to either ‘‘take it or 
leave it’? when something 


comes by mail. In your case, : 


sorry to say, we decided to 
leave it. 

The sort of magazine you 
describe does in fact exist, but 
it’s not Scat. There are 
magazines, such as “‘Vootie,’* 
a funny-animal cartoon 
publication from Minneapolis, 
that prints artwork only if the 
artists pay to help fund the 
printing! As a result anyone 


‘can get in, and the results are 


often uneven and 
indulgent. ‘ 

We’ve chosen not to take 
that path. Your disapproval 
has been noted, and you’re 
quite right not to renew your 
subscription. The fact remains 
that we’re a collectively-run 
magazine, yes, but we don’t 
print everything we receive 
collectivély. It’s often difficult 
to get our editors to agree 
unanimously about everything, 
but one thing we _ are 
unanimous about is rejecting 
work that is poorly drawn and 
unfunny even though the artist 
worked very hard. It does take 
years to get better, and we’re 
all still trying as hard as we can 
to improve.
